That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
apply  to  the  island  of  Porto  Rico  and  to 
the  adjacent  islands  and  waters  of  the  is- 
lands lying  east  of  the  seventy-fourth  me- 
ridian of  longitude  west  of  Greenwich, 
which  v/ere  ceded  to  the  United  States  by 
the  Government  of  Spain  by  treaty  entered 
into  on  the  tenth  day  of  December , eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  name 
Porto  Rico,  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be 
held  to  include  not  only  the  island  of  that 
name,  but  all  the  adjacent  islands  as  afore* 
said .

reported  to  these  headquarters,  result  in  the 
punishment  of  the  offending  parties: 

1 .  T}ie  UBoesoment  of  taxes  upon  lands  will 
hereafter  be  made  in  acijordance  with  the  vari- 
ous cultivations  existing  in  the  Island  and 
the  quality  of  the  land  taxed. 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  various  oulti- 
vat ions  there  will  be  taxes  on  cane  lands, 
cofl'ee  lands,  tobacco  lands,  pasture  lands, 
minor  produce  lands,  and  forest  lands. 


3.  In  accordance  with  the  quality  of  th« 
land  there  will  be  taxes  of  the  first,  second, 
and  third  olasses--the  first  class  comprising 
the    best  lands,  the  second  class  the  next  best, 
and  the  third  class  the  poorest 

4.  On  all  lands  of  the  first  olass  there 
will  be  a  tax  of  1  peso  per  ouerda  (acre);  on 
all  lands  of  the  second  olass  a  tax  of  O.SO  per 
ouerda;  on  all  lands  of  the  third  olass,  a  tax 
of  0.25  peso  per  ouerda. 

5.  Each  municipal  corporation  will  appoint 
a  classifying  commission  which  will  select  sub- 

juiolsBions  In  the  different  districts  of  eaoh 
township,  these  suboommissions  to  report  to  the 
classifying  commisoion  on  the  olass  of  lands  In 
their  respective  districts.

(f^)  Seoond-olass  forest  lands  are  lands 
with  a  rooky  and  calcareous  soli  growing  only

8.  All  ordinances  or  decrees  conflicting 
with  the  provisions  of  this  order  are  hereby 
revoked  and  rendered  null  and  void.

VI.  RUI.K8  AMD  R^ldARKS. 


First.    In  general,  river  plains  are 
rated  ^n  this  ialand  as  first  olass;  those 
of    less  low  meadows  as  seoond  class;  and 

highlands  as  third  class;    but  this  Involves 
soiue  exceptions,  as  there  are  rather  high 
meaUoTfs  that  belong  to  the  first  class  for 
sugar  cane  and  tobacco,  and  bottom  lands  on 
the  banks  of  rivers,  that,  being  too  low  or 
too  gravelly,  are  of  the  second  class  for  the 
siuae  cultivation,  from  their  exposurs  to  be 
overflowed,  or  to  drought  on  account  of  the 
gravelly  land.    It  may  se^ve  as  a  guide  for 
olaasifiers  to  rate  also  as  first  class  the 
best  and  most  productive  ones;  as  second 
claos  those  that  are  middling  or  leso  fruit- 
ful; and  as  third  class  the  worst  or  Inferior 
ones . 

Gecund.    Tracts  of  lands  obtained  by 
draining  lagoons,  mangrove  marshes,  fens,  and 
i5waux>e  shall  enjoy  exemption  from  paying  any 
tax.  during  the  first  three  years;  if  they  are 
appropriated  for  pasture;  during  five  years, 
if  dodioated  for  sugar  cane  or  tobacco;  and 
during  eight  years  if  they  are  applied  to 
coffee,  cacao,  or  cocoa  plantations.  The 
landowner  has  to  prove,  before  the  olasoify- 
ing  commisuion  and  aubcommiauion,  that  he  has 
drained  these  lands;  and  the  docmnents  attest 
ing  the  facte  shall  be  formed  into  a  record 
of  proceedings,  and  be  referred  to  the  secre- 
tary of  finance. 


"Compiler 'a  Note.  [War  Department . ]-- 
The  preface  to  this  handbook  and  Articles  I-IV 
comprise  a  statement  of  the  purpose  of  the  tax 
a  deocription  of  the  different  claauea  of  landi;, 
and  an  explanation  of  the  manner  of  analyzing 
the  various  soils,  a  comparison  of  the  adapta- 
bilities of  the  latter  to  '    agricultural  pur- 
poses, etc.     Theue  chapters    are    for    the  in- 
struction and  asuistanoe  of  those  connected 
with    the    enforcement    of    the  tax,  but  do  not 
form  a  part  of  the  law  proper.

Third.    Woodlands  in  which  ooffae  la  plant- 
ed for  the  first  time  shall  pay  no  tax  during 
the  first  five  years,  as  ooffs*  trees  need  that 
time  for  their  full  development. 

Fourth.  The  owner  of  a  country  estate  hav- 
ing no  drinkable  watsr  In  his  property,  except 
rain-water  oolleoted  in  pools,  if  he  builds  hers- 
after  a  good  artesian  well,  and  proves,  bef or*  the 
classifying  oomjolsolon,  that  hs  has  spent  In  it 
more  than  200  pesos,  he  shall  ho  remitted  10  psr 
cent  of  the  tax  laid.  If  he  should  employ  over 
'^00  pesos,  the  rebats  shall  amount  to  20  per  osnt. 

Fifth.    Lands  covered  with  water  and  yet  to 
be  dralnsd  shall  pay  for  the  first  year  only  1 
cent  per  ousrda;    the  seoond  year,  2  osnts;  the 
third  year,  S  cents;    the  fourth  year,  10  cents; 
the  fifth  year,  20  cents;    and  this  tax  shall 
continue  to  pay,  even  though  they  should  produce 
nothing,  as  a  punishment  of  their  owners'  negU- 
genos . 

Sixth.    Proprietors  of  sandy  coast  lands  who 
may  hereafter  Justify  before  the  classifying  oom- 
ffllsaion  to  have  planted  over  10,000  ooooa  trees, 
In  their  estates  shall  have  the  ousrdas  of  land 
appropriated  for  ooooa  plantation  free  of  tax  dur- 
ing six  years. 

Seventh.    Virgin  forest  lands,  rated  first 
class  on  account  of  the  quality  of  their  tlmtoer, 
If  there  be  no  parish  roads  near  for  conveying 
that  timber,  consequently  proving  unproduotlvs 
by  reason  of  the  said  lack  of  roads,  shall,  as 
long  as  such  condition  exists,  pay  only  5  osnts 
per  cuerda  as  a  yearly  tax.    This  taxation  will 
serve  as  an  incentive  for  setting  apart  soma  por- 
tion of  them,  Independently  of  the  growth  of 
building  and  cabinet  woods,  for  coffee  planta- 
tions and  other  cultivations. 

Eighth.    Naturally  sterile  lands,  as  cal- 
careous cliffs,  stony  hills,  pebbly  banks, traots 
of  sand  and  coast  downs,  and  the  like,  without 
any  profitable  vegetation  and  unavailable  for 
productive  husbandry,  shall  be  discarded  from 
the  territorial  tax  by  the  classifying  commis- 
sions and  suboommi salons. 

Ninth.    Highlands  solely  applied  to  pastur- 
ing, should  they  produce  chiefly  dog  grass,  shall 
pay  only  10  cents  per  cuerda;    and  if  they  are 
still  Inferior  to  these  5  cents  per  cuerda. 

Tenth.    Lands  adjoining  villas  and  appropri- 
ated for  flower  gardens,  parks,  kitchen  gardens, 
orchards,  and,  in  general,  for  the  gratification 
and  ostentation  of  their  owners  shall  pay,  incase 
that  they  should  spread  over  more  than  1,000 
equare  meters,  2  cents  a  year  for  every  square 
meter  that  shall  He  beyond  that  extent. 

Eleventh.    Mines  and  quarries  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  first-class  lands.  If  they  are  being 
worked;     If  they  are  not,  they  shall  be  rated  as 
third  class. 

Twelfth.    Poor  peasants  who  own  seoond  and 
third  class  lands,  from  one-fourth  of  a  cuerda 
ap  to  25  cuerdas,  shall  pay  no  tax  for  them  If 
such  plots  are  appropriated  for  kitchen  garden- 
ing, fruit  gardening,  and  other  cultivation;  but 
the  tax  shall  be  levied  thereon  if  the  eubcommls- 
sion  of  the  ward  verifies  that  the  said  plots  are 
jompletely  abandoned  and  without  any  tillage.

Seventh.    Preceding  the  aseesBuent  of  the 
territorial  tax,  an  investigation  of  the  rural 
eatutes    ahull  take  place  in  each  ward;  every 
proprietor,  manager,  trustee,  or  lessee  being 
required  to  Bubmit  a  sworn  schedule  (planilla) 
or  stateiuent  that  shall        attested  by  the  aub* 
cuaaiiiBsion. 

Bighth.    In  this  schedule  the  estate  shall 
be  set  down  according  to  the  blank  foxm;  the 
particular  name,  if  any, of  the  rural  property; 
the  muniolpctl  distriot;  the  ward  wherein  the 
estate  lies;  the  area  of  the  ground  in  cuerdas; 
the  classes  of  the  lands,  whether  first,  seoond 
or  third,  and  those  that  are  unproductive  and 
Bterile,  being  indicated;    how  uiBiny  ouerdaa  are 
appropriated  for  a  definite  cultivation;  the 
annuities,  mortgagee,  and  all  sorts  of  liabili- 
ties that  weigh  upon  the  rural  property,  and 
its  sale  value.

Twenty-sixth.  The  tax  shall  be  paid  quar- 
terly in  advance,  and  the  fiscal  year  shall  be- 
gin on  July  1  and  end  on  June  30. 

Twenty -seventh.    This  territorial  tax  Is 
the  sole  and  ex'lusive  one  that  shall  be  im- 
posed on  land  c    ere.    One  half  of  it  shall  be 
for  the  benefit    f  the  central  treasury  and 


the  other  half  for  the  benefit  or  the  munici- 
pality;   these  halvaa  being  paid,  respectively 
at  the  offices  of  the  oolleotors  of  Internal 
revenues,  and  at  the  treasuries  of  munlolpal 
oounolls. 

Twenty- eighth.    Payment  of  the  tsix  shall 
be  exacted  from  the  proprietor  of  each  rural 
estate.    If  the  proprietor  shall  be  away  from 
the  island,  the  trustee  or  the  lessee  shall 
answer  for  the  tax,  It  being  understood  that 
at  all  times  the  land  is  responsible  to  the 
insular  treasury  and  to  the  municipality  for 
the  tax,  the  collection  of  the  territorial  tax 
not  being  subject  to  Interruption  on  any  ao- 
oount. 

Thirtieth.    Taxpayers  who,  through  hurri- 
canes, floods,  or  other  extraordinary  oalaml- 
tles  may  have  suffered  considerable  damage  In 
their  estates,  may  apply  for  the  remission  of 
part  of  their  tax,  which  abatement  shall  be 
proportionate  to  the  importance  of  the  Iobs;

SPANZKi  LAWS.  1513-1596,  AETBCTIKO  THE  IKSIES. 


Note.— The  following  translation  of  certain  Spanish  laws, 
dating  from  Jane  18,  1513,  to  May  35,  1596,  are  of  considerable 
historical  ralue,  as  the  laws  coAatitute  probably  the  earliest 
attempts  at  establishing  what  might  be  termed  a  homestead  system 
in  connection  with  lands  which  now  form  a  part  of  the  United 
States;  and,  alao,  for  the  further  reason  that  their  provisions 
for  the  distribution  of  lands  to  settlers  contemplated  the  plant- 
'ng  of  trees. 

It  is  especially  interesting  to  note  that  the  earliest  of 
these  laws  followed  the  Sisoovery  of  Aoierlca  in  the  short  space 
of  about  twenty  years,  and  that,  in  i*.8  proposal  to  grant  settlera 
free  titles  to  small  holdings  of  land,  upon  compliance  with  its 
requirements  respecting  residence  and  cultivation,  it  foreshad- 
owed the  leading  features  of  our  National  Homeatead  Law,  which 
was  not  enacted  until  more  than  three  centuries  later.  These 
facts  make  it  an  interesting  landmark  in  the  history  of  our  pub- 
llo  land  system.

Law  First. 

S.  Fernando  V  in  Valladolid  on  June  18  and 
August  9,  1513,  chap.  1,  Etaperor  Charles  or 
June  26,  1523,  and  in  Toledo  on  May  19,1625, 
Philip  II  in  chap,  on  Instruction  in  Toledo 
on  May  25,  1596. 


In  order  that  our  vassals  may  be  encour- 
aged to  discover  and  people  the  Indies,  and 
may  live  with  the  coiufort  and  convenience 
which  we  desire:     It  is  our  -.vill  that  houses, 
lots,  lands,  "cabelerias"  and  "peonias"  may 
and  shall  be  distributed  to  all  those  who  ma) 
go  to  populate  new  lands  in  towns  and  places, 
which  the  governor  of  the  new  settlement  toa) 
allot  to  them',  making  a  distinction  between 
gentlemen  (escuderos)  and  peasants  (peones) , 
and  those  of  lower  degree  and  merit,  and  in- 
crease and  better  their  grants  in  view  of  the 
character  of  their  services,  in  order  that 
they  may  promote  agriculture  and  cattle  rais- 
ing; and  after  they  shall  have  made  their 
homes  thereon  and  worked  the  lands,  and  re- 
sided in  those  settlements  (pueblos)  four 
years,  we  grant  them  power  thereafter  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  same  freely  at  their  will, 
as  a  thing  belonging  to  them;  and  likewise 
according  to  their  quality,  the  governor,  or 
whoever  may  be  empowered  by  us,  may  entrust 
natives  to  them  in  the  allotments  he  may  make, 
in  order  that  they  may  enjoy  their  products 
(aprovechamlentos)  and  their  labor  (demoras), 
according  to  the  rate  of  tribute  established 
and  the  pruvisions  governing  the  matter. 

And  because  it  could  hapx>en,  that  in  dis-

Emperor  Charles  in  Toledo  on  May  19, 
1525. 

To  the  persons  who,  upon  the  new  settle- 
ment of  a  province,  should  have  lands  and  lets 
in  a  pueblo .  no  lands  or  lots  shall  be  given  or 
allotted    to  them  in  another,    unless  they  shall 
abandon  their  first  place  of  residence  and  go  to 
live  to  thixt  newly  peopled, and  unless  they  shall 
have  lived  in  the  first  place  of  residence  the 
four  years  required  to  acquire  ownership,  or  un- 
less they  should  leave  them  and  not  use  such
